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Medical  Officer's  Annual  Report, 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Death  Rate  shows  an  increase  of  io,  and  amounts  to 
58  or  14.2  per  1000  whereas  in  1904  it  was  12.0  or  48. 

Among  the  tables  at  the  end  of  the  report  is  a new  one, 
showing  the  ages  in  weeks  and  months  of  infants  dying  under 
1 year  of  age  and  the  cause  of  death  ; from  this  it  will  be  seen 
that  seven  died  during  1905,  3 of  them  being  less  than  7 days 
old  and  only  1 attaining  11  months.  This  total  of  7 is  below 
the  average  (9.7)  for  the  past  10  years,  and  is  4 less  than  occurred 
in  1904.  This  wastage  of  life  ought  to  be  and  could  be 
decreased  if  only  people  would  feed  their  infants  properly, 
(1)  by  the  mothers  suckling  their  children,  and  when  the  mother’s 
milk  is  not  available  by  (2)  using  fresh  cow’s  milk  with  water 
and  not  condensed  milk,  patent  foods  or  baked  flour  ; (3)  by 
using  bottles  with  only  a nipple  and  no  tube,  which  tube  is 
never  clean ; (4)  by  making  fresh  food  for  each  feeding,  and 
(5)  by  remembering  that  these  infants  require  plenty  of  fresh 
air,  absolute  cleanliness  and  not  to  be  kept  out  till  11  and  12 
at  night. 

During  the  working  years  of  life,  15  to  65,  there  were  15 
deaths,  an  increase  of  6. 
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Over  65  years,  33  deaths  occurred  and  of  these,  15  were 
between  70  and  80,  while  9 were  over  80,  one  of  them  attaining 
the  advanced  age  of  93,  and  the  average  age  of  the  33  equals  73.3. 

Tubercular  disease  shows  a decrease  of  1,  but  Cancer  has 
increased  from  2 to  4. 

I show  in  this  small  table  the  number  of  deaths  from 
Tubercular  disease  and  Cancer  for  the  last  7 years.

Bronchitis  and  the  other  from  old  age. 

Births. — There  is  an  increase  of  7 on  last  year  but  the 
number  is  8.9  below  the  average  for  the  past  10  years,  thus  96 
or  24.0  against  104.9  Per  IOO°-  There  were  52  males  and 
44  females. 
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Two  illegitimate  children  were  born,  an  improvement  on 
last  year  when  there  were  6.

Infectious  Disease.  — For  the  last  two  years  4 has  been  the 
number  of  notifiable  diseases,  this  year  there  have  been  8, 
Erysipelas  3,  and  Scarlet  Fever  5 ; 3 of  these  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  occurred  in  one  house,  the  remaining  2 in  different  parts 
of  the  Town.  There  have  been  no  epidemics  necessitating 
closure  of  Schools.  The  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  at  Trowbridge 
is  now  open  and  will  be  of  great  service,  had  it  been  open 
earlier  in  the  year  we  might  in  all  probability  have  saved  2 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

Although  Phthisis  is  a voluntarily  notifiable  disease  in  this 
Urban  area,  I never  receive  a notification  ; Bristol  has  adopted 
Voluntary  Notification  and  gives  the  following  fees,  2/6  for  each 
case  notified  by  a private  medical  attendant  unless  previously 
notified  by  another  practitioner  when  1/-  is  paid.  1/-  is  paid 
for  each  change  of  address  giving  the  new  address. 

I wish  the  Council  would  adopt  the  same  scheme,  it  would 

cost  in  actual  money  a very  small  sum,  but  it  might  be  the 

saving  of  more  . than  one  life  and  a vast  deal  of  suffering  ; as 

by  its  adoption  change  of  address  would  be  known  and  the  room 

or  rooms  disinfected  where  the  patient  had  been  living.  This 

disease  is  known  to  be  highly  infectious,  causing  an  unknown 
amount  of  misery  and  loss  of  life,  at  the  very  period  when  men 
and  women  are  in  their  prime  ; and  yet  beyond  Sanitaria,  which 
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only  take  cases  that  are  in  the  earliest  stages,  nothing  is  done 
either  by  the  Government  or  by  a large  percentage  of  the 
Local  Authorities  to  stop  its  ravages.  If  notification  was  made 
compulsory,  I believe  we  should  see  a far  larger  decline  in  the 
death  rate  from  this  cause  than  we  do  ; other  diseases  which 
do  not  claim  nearly  so  many  victims  are  compulsorily  notifiable 
and  this  which  is  worse  than  any  of  them  is  left  out.  I say 
worse  than  any,  as  its  beginning  is  so  insidious  in  most  cases, 
that  other  people  contract  it  without  the  infectious  person  even 
knowing  that  he  is  suffering  from  the  disease. 

Scavenging. — This  is  done  better  and  quicker  than  formerly, 
the  work  being  finished  every  day  by  i p.m.  The  carts  used 
have  tilting  covers. 

Water  Supply  has  been  extended  to  Frankleigh  and  to  29 
more  houses.  New  pumps,  gas  engines,  and  gas  producer  plant 
have  been  added  to  the  Pumping  Station. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works. — In  August  1904,  the  bacteria 
beds  collapsed.  A new  scheme  is  before  the  Local  Government 
Board,  by  which  the  existing  beds  can  be  utilised  as  percolation 
beds  for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage. 

The  Schools. — These  have  been  visited  during  the  year. 
The  British  School  in  Mason’s  Lane  has  been  ventilated  and 
the  Cloak  Room  much  improved ; the  Play-ground  is  enlarged 
and  a portion  roofed  over  for  the  children  in  wet  weather. 
The  sanitary  arrangements  are  on  a par  with  those  in  other 
Schools. 

A New  Class  Room  has  been  erected  at  the  Technical 
Schools  and  the  surroundings  of  the  building  improved. 

This  year  I have  added  a table  showing  the  number  of 
children  attending  the  four  Schools  from  which  it  will  be  seen 
that  there  are  more  infants  than  either  boys  or  girls  respectively.

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. — The 

end  of  this  year  saw 

the  extinction  of  our  oldest  industry  by  the  closure  of  Messrs. 
Applegate’s  Cloth  Mill.  The  Rubber  Firm  of  Messrs.  George 
Spencer,  Moulton,  & Co.,  employing  180  men,  n women,  and 
1 8 clerks,  have  built  new  sanitary  arrangements,  in  their 
extension  in  the  Lamb  Factory,  which  are  even  better  than  those 
in  the  other  part  of  the  Mill.  The  Rug  Factory  in  Church 
Street,  employing  an  average  of  70  hands  is  kept  in  a good 
sanitary  condition.  The  rags  used  are  new  pieces  of  cloth  so 
there  is  no  danger  of  infection. 

I have  visited  the  eleven  Bakehouses,  and  have  found  them 
clean  ; one  small  matter  in  construction  was  brought  to  the 
owner’s  notice  and  it  will  be  rectified  shortly. 

I have  visited  the  Slaughterhouses  quarterly  and  found  them 
in  good  condition ; one  of  these  cannot  be  called  a Slaughter- 
house properly,  as  it  is  merely  a brick-paved  and  guttered  yard 
where  pigs  are  killed,  and  another  has  one  pig  killed  in  it 
per  week. 
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The  Printing  Works  have  separate  sanitary  accommodation 
for  the  sexes. 

No  lists  have  been  received  of  outworkers  in  the  area;  with 
the  exception  of  a few  gloves  and  sacks  no  outwork  is  done. 

I have  received  no  complaints  of  any  of  the  workshops,  nor 
have  I found  any  nuisance  in  those  I have  visited.
